His Excellency the Governor General desires the immediate attendance of this 
Honourable House in the Senate Chamber. 

Accordingly Mr.. Speaker elect with The House, went up to the Senate Chamber 
and there Mr. Speaker spoke to the following effect, viz. :— 


May IT PLEASE YOUR EXCELLENCY: 


The Commons have elected me as their Speaker, though I am but little able to 
fulfil the important duties thus assigned to me. 

If, in the performance of those duties, I should at any time fall into error, I pray 
that the fault may be imputed to me, and not to the Commons, whose servant I am, and 
who, through me, the better to enable them to discharge their duty to their King and 
Country, humbly claim all their undoubted rights and privileges, especially that they 
may have freedom of speech in their debates, access to Your Excellency’s person at all 
seasonable times, and that their proceedings may receive from Your Excellency the 
most favourable consideration. 


Then the Honourable Speaker of the Senate said:— 
Mr. SPEAKER, 


I am commanded by His Excellency the Governor General to declare to you that 
he freely confides in the duty and attachment of the House of Commons to His 
Majesty’s Person and Government, and not doubting that their proceedings will be 
conducted with wisdom, temper and prudence, he grants, and upon all occasions will 
recognize and allow their constitutional privileges. 

I am commanded also to assure you, that the Commons shall have ready access to 
His Excellency upon all seasonable occasions, and that their proceedings, as well as 
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your words and actions, will constantly receive from him the most favourable con- 
struction. 

And The House having returned,— 

Mr. Speaker reported, That The House had been in the Senate Chamber, and that 
he had informed His Excelleney that the choice of Speaker had fallen upon him, 
ond also, in the name of this House and on its behalf he had laid claim to all their 
rights and privileges that they may enjoy freedom of speech in their Debates, and 
have access to His Excellency’s person as occasion shall require, and that all their 
proceedings may receive from His Excellency the most favourable construction; to 
which His Excellency was pleased to say that he readily and willingly granted and 
allowed the Commons their constitutional privileges as well as ready access to His 
Excellency on all seasonable occasions, and that their proceedings as well as their 
words and actions will constantly receive from him the most favourable construction. 


Ordered, That Sir Wilfrid Laurier have leave to bring in a Bill respecting the 
Administration of Oaths of Office. 

He accordingly presented the said Bill to the House, and same was received 
and read the first time. 


Mr. Speaker reported, That when The House did attend His Excellency the 
Governor General, this day in the Senate Chamber, His Excellency was pleased to 
make a Speech to both Houses of Parliament of which Mr. Speaker said he had, to 
prevent mistakes, obtained a copy, which he read to The House, as followeth:— 


Honourable Gentlemen of the Senate: 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 


In welcoming you to the performance of your duties at the first Session of a new 
Parliament, I desire to acknowledge with devout thankfulness the abundant harvest 
with which Divine Providence has again blessed us. 

The Quebec Tercentenary festivities in July, which were honoured by the gracious 
presence of His Royal Highness The Prince of Wales, as representing His Majesty, 
marked an epoch in the history of the Dominion. The generous support given to this 
National Celebration by the Federal Parliament and Provincial Legislatures, and by 
the people of Canada, of the other Dominions and of the United Kingdom, emphasized 
the community of sympathy which binds the various parts of the British Empire to 
each other, and to the throne and Person of His Majesty the King. The presence of 
representatives from the United Kingdom, Australia, New Zealand, South Africa and 
Newfoundland, and from the great and friendly Republics of France and the United 
States, with the ships of war of the three Nations, served not only to add lustre to the 
occasion, but to provide an assurance of increasing amity and peace. 

I have much pleasure in announcing that a Treaty relating to the Great Lakes 
and other International Waterways has been agreed upon between His Majesty and 
the Government of the United States of America and is now awaiting ratification. 
Both countries are to be congratulated on having arrived at an amicable settlement 
’ which I trust will remove during the life-time of the Treaty many vexed questions 
from the field of controversy. The Treaty and papers relating thereto will be laid 
before you in due course. 

A little more than a year ago, the whole civilized world entered into a period of 
commercial, industrial and financial depression, which may not yet have completely 
spent its force; signs there are, however, that it is gradually passing away. Whilst 
it is hardly disputable that owing to the abundance and elasticity of her resources 
Canada has suffered less than other nations, this depression has seriously affected our 
trade, producing an appreciable shrinkage in the public revenue, and calling for ex- 
ceptional caution in the administration of our national affairs. 
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The rapid settlement of the new provinces calls for new lines of transportation. 
The construction of the Transcontinental Railway has been vigorously pressed forward 
during the last year. The line was open for the carrying of the crops from Winnipeg 
to the Battle River, a distance of 675 miles. 

Exploratory surveys for a railway from the western wheat fields to Hudson 
Bay are being pushed energetically. Four parties have been at work since August 
last. Upon their report it will be possible to reach a decision as to both the route to 
be followed and the approximate cost. The provision of the Dominion Lands Act of 
last session for the sale of pre-emptions and purchased homesteads has created a new 
source of revenue that will be sufficient to bear the cost.of the railway to Hudson Bay 
without burdening the ordinary revenue. From 1st September, when the Act came 
into force, until 1st January, sales of pre-emptions and purchased homesteads have 
amounted to over Two million acres, all subject to homestead settlement conditions. 

The total volume of immigration has not reached the high figure of previous 
years, but the number of those seeking homes on our unoccupied lands has been fully 
maintained during the last season, and, owing to the ever closer supervision of the 
immigration branch of the public service, the character of these new inhabitants of 
Canada seems to be of the highest, and promises no small addition to the wealth of 
the country. 

The Government of the United Kingdom having expressed its willingness to in- 
clude a representative of Canada among its delegates to the Conference, held at 
Shanghai, to investigate the opium trade, my Government has been pleased to weleome 
an offer so significant of Canada’s growing importance, and on its recommendation the 
Government of the United Kingdom has accordingly appointed a Member of the Do- 
minion Parliament to be a member of the Commission. " 

Representatives of Canada participated lately in the permanent establishment and 
organization of the International Institute of Agriculture, with its headquarters at 
Rome, an event of interest to our country in whose economic system Agriculture plays 
so great apart. It is gratifying to note that among the forty-eight States adhering to 
the Institute recognition of Canada’s agricultural importance was shown by election 
of our representatives to some of the highest offices of the Institute. 

The appalling calamity which has befallen Sicily and Southern Italy and caused 
a total destruction of life and property absolutely unprecedented and unequalled in the 
long series of historic disasters, has induced my Government to offer assistance for the 
immediate relief of the hundreds of thousands of sufferers who were helpless against 
famine and all its consequent horrors. I confidently hope that you will approve its 
action. 

In pursuance of an announcement made during the concluding Session of last 
Parliament, a Commission was appointed to examine the various lines of railway con- 
nected with the Intercolonial Railway and which might become valuable feeders there- 
to. The Report of this Commission has been received and will be placed before you. 

The Commissioner appointed for investigating the conduct of officers in the De- 
partment of Marine and Fisheries has concluded his labours but has not yet reported. 
His Report, however, is expected at an early date and when received will be placed in 
your hands. ; 

A measure will be submitted to you, based upon similar legislation enacted in 
1906 by the Parliament of the United Kingdom, aiming at the repression of the pay- 
ment of secret commissions and gratuities both in public and private business. 

You will be asked to consider measures relative to Insurance, the Civil Service, 


Immigration, Naturalization and other subjects. 
= 


Gentlemen of the House of Commons:

Your Committee have had under consideration the question of remedying cer- 
tain existing conditions which, in their opinion, preclude the possibility of the publica- 
tion of the French edition of the Official Report of the Debates of this House within 
a reasonable period of time after delivery of speeches made by Members; and more- 
over, in view of the frequent complaints made regarding the system at present in 
yogue, which is found most unsatisfactory, inasmuch as it greatly delays the distri- 
bution of the English edition of the Debates, rendering the same (excepting for the 
purpose of future reference) practically valueless, your Committee realizing the neces- 
sity of removing the difficulties which not only tend to retard the publication of the 
French edition; but also, unnecessarily delays the distribution of the English Report

5. That it is the duty of the Government early this Session to deal with the whole 
question of railway crossings in a thorough and comprehensive way, and with a view 
of eliminating, as far as reasonably possible, the level crossings from our system of 
railways, and where this cannot be done, the adoption of such other methods and 
devices as will secure, in as great a degree as is possible, the safety of the people 
using the highways;

Mr. Laneaster moved, seconded by Mr. Staples, and the Question being proposed, 
That a humble Address be presented to His Most Gracious Majesty the King, as 
follows :— 


Most Gracious Masrsty: 


We, Your Majesty’s dutiful and loyal subjects, the Commons of Canada in Par- 
liament assembled, beg leave most respectfully to represent— 
That in the year 1867 by Act of your Imperial Parliament commonly known as 
the British North America Act, the then existing Provinces of Canada, Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick were federally united and formed into one Dominion under the 
name of Canada, and the constitution of the legislative authority of such Dominion 
provided for and the nature of its executive government declared, and since the said 
Act other provinces in British North America have also been federally united to the 
said Dominion and now form part, thereof, with representation in this House of Com- 
mons, pursuant to the provisions providing therefor in the said British North America 

Act and amending, the other, Acts subsequently enacted; 

That by the said British North America Act the executive ‘government and 
authority of and over Canada is declared to continue and be vested in Your Majesty 
and Your Heirs and Successors, Kings and Queens of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and Your Majesty is represented in Canada by a Governor 
General; : 

___That by the said British North America Act, the Parliament of Canada consists 
of Your Majesty, and Upper House styled the Senate and the House of Commons, 
but with powers not to exceed those at the passing of the said Act held and exercised 
by the Commons House of Parliament of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Treland; 

_ That by the British North America Act, it is also provided that Bills for appro- 
priating any part of the public revenue or for imposing any tax or impost shall 
originate in the House of Commons and that no such Bill or vote, resolution ‘or 
address for such appropriation or tax or impost shall be adopted or passed that hag 
not been first recommended to that House by Message of Your Majesty’s said Governor 
General in the Session in which such Bill, vote, resolution or address is proposed ; 

That by the said British North America Act it is also provided that where any 
Bill passed by the House of Parliament is presented to Your Majesty’s said Governor 
General for Your Majesty’s assent he shall declare according to his discretion but 
subject to the provisons of the said Act and to Your Majesty’s instructions, either 
that he assents thereto in Your Majesty’s name, or that he withholds Your Majesty’s 
assent, or that he reserves the Bill for the signification of Your Majesty’s pleasure, and 
that where he assents to a Bill in Your Majesty’s name if Your Majesty in Council 
within. two years after receipt thereof by the Secretary of State thinks fit to disallow 
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the Act such disallowance shall annul the Act, and that a Bill reserved for the signifi- 
cation of Your Majesty’s pleasure shall not have any force unless and until within 
two years from the day on which it was presented to Your Majesty, said Governor 
General for Your Majesty’s assent he signifies to the Houses of Parliament or by 
proclamation that he has received the assent of Your Majesty in Council; 

That by the said British North America Act legislatures for the various pro- 
vinees constituting the said Dominion of Canada are also established, each governed 
by a Lieutenant Governor appointed by Your Majesty’s said Governor General in 
Council for five years, and whose salaries are required to be fixed and provided by, 
the Parliament of the Dominion of Canada and such Provincial Legislatures are 
empowered exclusively to make laws in relation to a large number of matters and 
subjects of great importance, subject to disallowance by Your Majesty’s said Gover- 
nor General in Council within one year, but not in any way subject to consent also 
by the said Senate; : 

That in regard to all matters and subjects not within the said exclusive power of 
the said Provincial Legislatures it is provided by the said British North America Act 
that all laws to be made by the said Parliament of Canada must be consented to and 
passed by both the Senate and the House of Commons, before being presented to Your 
Majesty’s said Governor General for assent, and the Members constituting the said 
Senate are appointed for life, and not subject to election or rejection by the people, 
and the Members of the House of Commons are elected by the people every five years 
or at any less period at which Your Majesty’s said Governor General may dissolve 
the Parliament; 

That during the forty years since the said British North America Act has been, 
in force much dissatisfaction has been caused from time to time to Your Majesty’s 
loyal subjects in Canada by the actions of the Senate in regard to matters dealt with 
by the House of Commons and the rejection of Jaws sought to be made by the people 
through their representatives in the House of Commons and passed by the House, 
and by reason of the heavy expense and burden of taxation placed upon the people to 
provide for the maintenance of that two-fold system of dealing with the making-of 
laws by the Parliament of Canada; 

That in view of the many other provisions heretofore referred to for guarding 
against and disallowing any ill-advised or improper legislation which might by any 
possibility pass the said House of Commons, and of the aforesaid dissatisfaction of the 
people and heavy burden of expense involved, and of the great advance made in 
education by the whole people of Canada since the passing of the said British North 
America Act, this House is of the opinion that the Senate is no longer required or 
advisable for the proper carrying on of responsible government in Canada, or safe- 
guarding of Your Majesty’s full Rights and Prerogatives; and that the abolition of 
the said Senate would greatly conduce to the welfare of the Dominion of Canada 
and promote the interests of the British Empire. : 

We therefore respectfully pray that the said British North America Act be so, 
amended, as to provide for the abolition of the said Senate; 

And a Debate arising therenpon. 

On motion of Mr. Gervais, seconded by Mr. Maclean (Lunenburg), 

Ordered, That the Debate be adjourned. 


On motion of Mr. Bradbury, seconded by Mr. Thoburn, 

Ordered, That there be laid before this House, a copy of the Treaty arranged be- 
tween St. Peters’ Indians and the Government; and of all correspondence papers 
instructions, and documents relating to the aforesaid treaty. ‘ 


On motion of Mr. Warburton, seconded by Mr. Richards,

the Government.

Mr. Sproule said:—“I want to draw attention to the fact that this Order is im- 
properly on the Order Paper. It was superseded by the adjournment of The House, 
it was an undisposed of Motion and should not appear on the Order Paper as it is, 
Bourinot refers to a similar notice as follows :— 

On another occasion The House adjourned while a Motion for the Speaker to 
leave the Chair was under consideration, and it became necessary, on the next sit- 
ting day, to move that The House do immediately resolve itself into Committee. 
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So as I understand and interpret the rules, a motion falls to the ground and 
must be renewed under such circumstances, and therefore this Order 1s improperly 
on the Order Paper.” 

Mr. Speaker:—Since Bourinot wrote his work, the House in 1906 adopted a new 
series of rules. Rule 32 reads:— ae 

“Tf at the hour of Six o’Clock, P.M., on a Wednesday or Thursday, or at the time 
of the adjournment of The House, a motion on the notice paper be under considera- 
tion, that question shall stand first on the Order of the following day, next after 
Orders to which a special precedence has been assigned by rule or order of The House.” 

I have consulted the Officials of the House in this matter, and from what I can 
learn this rule is susceptible of two interpretations. I am giving it now the most 
favourable interpretation and allowing the question to remain on the Order Paper, 
as the rule here evidently requires, in spirit if not in letter. I have allowed the 
Motion to remain on the Order Paper, and I think it is now in order. 


The House then proceeded to take into consideration the Question, “ That Mr. 
Speaker do now leave the Chair for the House again in the Committee of Supply.” 

And the Question being proposed; 

Mr. Daniel moved in amendment, seconded by Mr. Crocket, That all the words 
after “ That” to the end of the Question be left out and the words: “in the month 
“of September, 1905, a contract was awarded by the Public Works Department to 
“ Gershon S. Mayes, of the City of St. John, for dredging at Sand Point, St. John, 
“'N.B., at the price of $8.60 per cubic yard for materials specified as of class 1 and 
“55 cents per cubic yard for materials specified as of class 2, and that before the 
“signing of the said contract, the said Department through its Chief Engineer guar- 
“anteed by letter to the said contractor 400,000 cubic yards of all classes of material 
“as the quantity to be removed under the said contract. 

“That on the fifth dey of said month of September before the signing of said 
“ contract, the said: Gershon S. Mayes entered into an agreement with George McAvity, 
“ of the said City of St. John, whereby the said Gershon S. Mayes agreed to pay the 
“said George McAvity ali money which might be received by the said Gershon S. 
“ Mayes under the said contract, or any continuation thereof over and above 50 cents 
“ner cubie yard, and the said George McAvity agreed to use his influence and endea- 
“Yours with the Minister of Public Works or officer of the Government at Ottawa, 
“to increase the number of yards to be dredged at the aforesaid site of contract. 

“Tiiat in the month of June, 1905, the said Gershon S. Mayes had submitted to 
“the Department of Public Works, a tender to do the said dredging of material of class 
“9 at 49 cents a cubic yard. 

“That in reference to the said contract and agreement, the said Gershon S. Mayes 
“at the City of St. John on the twelfth day of October, 1908, made and published a 
“solemn declaration in which he alleged, that on the first day of September, 1905, on 
“the advice of the Honourable William Pugsley, then Attorney General of the Pro- 
“vinee of New Brunswick, and now Minister of Public Works, he had a conversation 
“with the said George McAvity relative to tenders for the said dredging, and that as a 
“yesult he was induced by the said George McAvity to increase his tender to 55 cents 
“per cubic yard; that under the said agreement with the said George McAvity he paid 
“the latter at various times during the years 1906 and 1907 sums of money amounting 
“in the aggregate to Thirty-five thousand nine hundred and thirty-three dollars. 

“That the said solemn declaration also contained the following statements:— 

“On October 15th, 1907, I received a telephone message from Dr. Pugsley asking 
“me to call and see him next day, which I did. He said: ‘ Mr. Mayes, I am in ae: 
“of money, and it would be nice if you could help me. I said: “Doctor, what for?’ 
“You know that I have paid you some $1,300 in my second case against Connolly 
“which you have in a way offered to pay back because you have said that Mr. Emmer- 
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“son was so slow in bringing up the matter and [I have not the funds. I am carrying 
“a big back load, and am paying large amounts to the Bank of Montreal for overdraws.’ 
“ Just then Mr. George McAvity came in and Dr. Pugsley said that Mr. Mayes’ busi- 
“ness was getting along so well, that a little money would be very acceptable. I again 
“ stated that I was carrying a big back load and that I could not see why Dr. Pugsley 
“should ask me for money. I said: ‘ What do you want it for, a loan? ‘ Well,’ said 
“Dr. Pugsley, ‘you see it will be nice to have some one who could do something for 
“you while in Ottawa, there was always something to be done, and if I could not give 
“him a cheque that I could give him a note for three or four months.’ I asked how 
“much, and he said: ‘Oh, about $2,500 or $3,000.’ I said: ‘ That is too much, but I 
“ suppose I will let you have a note for four months for $2,000.’ 

“Dr. Pugsley then made the note out, and I signed it. He said he felt sure he 
“would give me good return for it or pay it back. I went out, and was followed shortly 
“after by Mr. McAvity who asked me what in the devil I gave Dr. Pugsley so much 
“for. He thought $1,000 more than enough. I asked why he had not said so, and he 
“yeplied that he could not interfere, but thought it a pretty hard time to ask for 
“money. I said: ‘ Yes, and what did he do for it?’ and McAvity said that he (Mc- 
“ Avity) had arranged with Hyman. 

“On 11th November, 1907, while I was seeing Dr. Pugsley about some troubles 
“T was having, he casually remarked had I seen Mr. McAvity yet. I said I had met 
“him quite often. He said had I squared accounts with him lately; that he did not 
“wish to know anything about it, but surmised that perhaps it would be well to get 
“things going along smoothly. 

“On 24th July last I wired the Minister, that my contracts were completed. The 
“engineer in charge had given his certificate, and I was then entitled to receive the 
“balance of all moneys earned, as well as all moneys retained for the performance of 
“my contracts. Not having received any money I saw the Minister on 21st August at 
“St. John. He insisted that I should pay McAvity the balance which he claimed to 
“be due under the agreement before he would let me have my money. [I said, ‘Can 
“you as a Minister of the Crown hold my money that way?’ He said he thought he 
“could. I saw the Minister again the next day to see if I could get my money, and he 
“told me that he was anxious that I should see McAvity and fix matters up right away 
“and that he did not wish to have the affair in the courts. I then wrote the Minister 
“stating that I could not understand why he should use his position to hold up the 
“man who had earned his money in order that a middleman should exact his satisfac- 
“tion. He then wrote me that he would give instructions for the payment, but I did not 
“receive any of the money that was due me until about a month afterwards, though 
“the Minister had with him when in St. John an account showing exactly what was 
“due me.” 

“That it subsequently appeared that the date, 15th October, 1907, was inserted 
“in the said solemn declaration in error, and that the said date should be 15th Octo-

Your committee also recommend that Subsection 7 be amended by adding 
thereto the following words: “and where power is taken in a Bill to increase at any 
time the amount of the proposed capital stock, the additional charge shall be levied 
on the amount of such proposed increase which shall be stated in the Bill.” 

Your Committee also recommend that the words “Section 3 of” which appear 
in line 2 of sub-Section 8 of Rule 88, be struck out. 

Your Committee also recommend that Rule 87 be amended by inserting the 
words “if presented” after the word “House,” on line 2. 

Your Committee also recommend that the above mentioned Rules, as amended, 
do come into force on the prorogation of the present Session of Parliament.

On behalf of the Board of Directors, I inclose you a copy of a Bill now before 
the Parliament of Canada amending the Acts relating to the Canada Life Assurance 
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Company. The only section of the Bill upon which any additional explanation has 
been asked is Section 2, which removes any doubt in connection with the intended 
. Meaning of the Company’s Act of 1879. The explanation is as follows:— 

From the inception of the Company sixty-two years ago, up to 1879, the profits 
arising from the participating policies were divided between the participating policy- 
holders and the Shareholders in the proportion of 75 per cent aud 25 per cent re- 
spectively, the interest earned upon the Shareholders’ fund (i.e., paid-up capital 
and the undivided portion of their profits) being first credited to their account. For 
several years prior to 1879 the Directors had, as a matter of fact, also included the 
profits from the non-participating branch for division in the above mentioned pro- 
portions, thus giving to the participating Policy-holders 75 per cent of the profits 
of this bran :h of the business which strictly belonged to the Shareholders. During 
all this period prior to 1879 the paid-up capital had, as stated above, been credited 
each year with the net interest earned thereon. That was the position of matters 
prior to 1879. 

In that year the Directors decided to ask Parliament to pass an Act by which 
the divisional profits, in place of being divided between the participating Policy- 
holders and the Shareholders in the proportions of 75 per cent and 25 per cent respec- 
tively as theretofore, should thereafter be divided in the proportions of 90 per cent 
and 10 per cent respectively, and to make it beyond doubt that thereafter the divi- 
sible profits arising from the non-participating business should be included legally 
in place of voluntarily as theretofore, it was provided that the profits from the entire 
business—meaning both participating and non-participating branches of the busi-- 
ness—should be included. It was never intended that any different method of treat- 
ing interest on paid-up capital should prevail after 1879 than prevailed before that 
date. The certincate of Mr. A. G. Ramsay, former President and Managing Direc- 
tor of the Company, attached hereto, clearly shows that before 1879, and during the 
20 years of his management after 1879, the interest earned on paid-up capital was 
always credited to the Shareholders before proceeding to a division of the profits of 
the insurance business. The same practice continues to this day, and no change is 
now sought in that practice. But, it having recently been suggested that a difterent 
interpretation might be placed upon the wording of the Act of 1879, the Company’s 
Bill now before Parliament, Section 2, is merely intended to set that question at 
1est and to confirm the real intention of the Company and “f Parliament, and what 
has since been carried out in good faith in pursuance of that intention. Parliament 
haying made the law, it alone can declare and confirm the intention. For 30 years 
the Dominion Government, through its Superintendent of Insurance, has yearly 
examined and passed upon the Company’s books and accounts, and has thus ac- 
auiesced in the Company’s course in this matter during all these years. 

In the years 1900 to 1903 the Shareholders, acting in good faith, paid up the 
balance of uncalled Capital, viz.: $875,000 in cash, thus adding to the strength of 
the Company and the security of the Policy-holders. Now, as the Shareholders have 
always been receiving in respect of their Capital interest thereon, at the average 
rate earned on the invested funds of the Company, it is clear that when such 
interest is set aside for the Shareholders the divisible profits in the proportions of 
90 per cent and 10 per cent must be the, same, whatever the amount of paid-up 
Capital. If, however, the different interpretation recently suggested were given 
effect to, the interest on the Capital would go into the divisible profits, and the 
Shareholders would get only one-tenth of the interest earned thereon, and would 
in effect be paying to the Policy-holders nine-tenths of the interest earned on the 
$875,000 so paid in by them 

It may be added that the principle of crediting interest on paid-up capital 
before allotting the insurance profits (which principle has been followed in the past 
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by British and Canadian companies generally) has been inserted in the new general 
Insurance Act recently introduced into Parliament, as applicable for the future to 
all Canadian stock companies.

CERTIFICATE OF MR. A, G. RAMSAY. 


To all whom wt may concern :— 


JT, Alexander Gillespie Ramsay, of the City of Toronto, do declare and certify: 

1. I came to Hamilton, Canada, in the year 1859 in the capacity of Manager 
of the Canada Life Assurance Company, and entered on that duty in that year and 
continued in that office until the year 1874, when I was elected a Director of the 
Company and was then appointed Managing Director, and continued to fill that 
position until December, 1899. I was elected as President of the Company in the 
year 1875, and filled that office continuously up to December, 1899, when I resigned 
my position as a Director and thereupon ceased to be President. 

LT had thus been connected with the Company continuously from August, 1859, 
to December, 1899, in these positions. 

2. When I entered on my duties as Manager, I found that the paid-up Capital 
Stock of the Company was about $100,000, which was by 1865 increased to $125,000, 
and I also found that the Board of Directors in preparing their statements for the 
Shareholders and Policy-holders, and dealing with the question of Profits (so-called), 
had in the past uniformly computed the interest on the paid-up Capital Stock at 
the average rate of interest earned by the Company on its investments during the 
preceding year, and credited the same to the Shareholders’ account, and after de- 
ducting and so crediting such sum, had estimated the Profits realized from policies 
both on the participation and on the non-participation scale in one amount, and 
credited the Shareholders’ account with twenty-five per cent of such amount and 
the. Policy-holders on the participation scale a share in the profits of the entire busi- 
ness of the Company, and thus crediting them with the profits in a class of profits 
to which they were not entitled. 

3. The same course of first crediting the Shareholders’ account with interest on 
Capital at the average rate earned on the Company’s investments, was pursued 
during my whole tenure of office, and the amount of divisible profits was arrived 
at after crediting and setting apart such interest, and included profits from Policies 
on both the participation and non-participation scale. The Shareholders’ account 
from 1875 onwards was charged with a proportionate amount of the expenses of the 
Company’s investments. 

4. In the year 1879 it was deemed advisable to obtain an amendment to the 
Company’s Act of Incorporation, and as the division of profits for upwards of thirty 
years had been made not in strict accordance with that Act, it was decided to apply 
to have it made clear in future that the Directors might make the allotment and 
division of profits from the entire business of the Company—that is, from both par- 
ticipating and non-participating policies—among the persons assured on the parti- 
cipation scale and the Shareholders, and might increase the proportion of such pro- 
fits as between such Policy-holders and the Shareholders, and that was the object and 
intention of the recital in the Act passed, 42 Vic., Cap. 71, and of the first section 
thereof. 

5. After the passing of that Act, and during the whole of my connection with 
the Company, the Shareholders’ account was, from time to time, regularly credited 
annually with the amount of average interest earned on the paid-up Capital Stock, 
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and it was after such amount was so credited and set apart that a quinquennial 
allotment and division of profits was made within the limits of the proportions men- 
tioned in that Act, and no question was ever raised or suggested as to such allotment 
and division being improper or unwarranted.

Your Committee also recommend that the words “Section 3 of ” which appear 
in line 2 of sub-Section 8 of Rule 88, bestruck out, that the word “ Paragraphs” be 
substituted for the word “sub-Section” in line 8, and the word “sub-Section” be 
substituted for the word “ Section ” in line 9 of said sub-Section. j

statement of the materials purchased as aforesaid, paid for by the department, and 
which were not used because they were considered unfit for the building of these 
wharfs. (Sessional Papers, No. '153.)

Mr. Béland, from the Select Standing Committee on Forests, Waterways and 
Water-powers, presented to the House the Third and Final Report of the said Com- 
mittee, which was read, as followeth:— 

The fact that your Committee was organized late in the session made it difficult 
for the members to take the time necessary in following out enquiries which have been 
suggested, but, in the time which it was possible to devote to the work, a considerable 
amount of valuable information has been obtained through evidence of expert officers 
of the Government. This evidence has been fully reported to the House. 

The investigations made are extremely limited and incomplete and cannot be 
carried to completion until next session of Parliament, but, the evidence placed before 
your Committee is regarded as being sufficient to warrant definite recommendations 
upon two subjects. 

1st. It has been shown that the officers of the Transcontinental Railway have 
framed and promulgated excellent regulations for the protection of forests along the 
line of the Transcontinental Railway and that various plans are being adopted in the 
Provinces of New Brunswick, Quebec and Ontario for enforcing these regulations. 
It is quite apparent that the result of the attention which has been given to the sub- 
ject has been to very largely reduce the destruction of forests by fire which has here- 
tofore almost always characterized the construction of railways through forest terri- 
tory. Your Committee, however, are impressed with the belief that a great amount 
of additional attention should be given to the enforcement of the regulations and 
believes that the Commissioners would feel that their hands were strengthened in the 
work if they were supported by specific action on the part of the House of Commons. 
It is therefore recommended that the Commissioners be asked to devote special atten- 
tion to the enforcement of the fire regulations and to provide any additional staff 
necessary for that purpose; also, that power be given to the Commissioners to ex- 
propriate additional width of right of way where necessary to provide adequate pro- 
tection against fire. 

2nd. Your Committee desires to call attention to the need for immediate action 
in regard to the conservation of the forests on the eastern slope of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. This territory once heavily timbered is no longer in that condition, although 
it contains a considerable quantity of merchantable timber. There has been very 
great destruction by fire even in recent years. The importance of preserving the 
forests on the tract in question cannot possibly be exaggerated. The rivers which 
flow down through Saskatchewan and Alberta, upon which, almost exclusively, the 
whole water supply for domestic, municipal and irrigation purposes of the population 
of these Provinces depends, have their sources between the foothills and summit of 
the Rocky Mountains. Apart from the question of actual water supply, other matters 
of far-reaching importance are involved, such as the continued fertility of the soil, 
the regularity of the rainfall and the moderation of the climate. These all depend 
upon the continuation of the flow of the rivers in question. When these rivers are 
used to their utmost limit as at present distributed, the quantity of water there, 
leaving aside domestic and municipal supply, is sufficient to irrigate about two per 
cent of the irrigable land, while, if properly regulated and conserved it would suffice 
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to irrigate from sixteen to twenty per cent. Instead of moving toward a system of 
proper regulation of increasing the amount and efficiency of the water flow, the forest 
land, which alone can sustain the supply, is being rapidly destroyed by fire owing 
to the insufficiency of the protection which is accorded. The officers of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior who are employed in connection with this work are believed to 
be active and efficient, but a larger and better organization and a much more exten- 
sive staff is required in order to cope effectively with the evil. 

Not only the water supply but the fuel supply is involved in the effective hand- 
ling of this question. Western Alberta is very rich in coal, and the mining industry 
has passed the initial stages and is no doubt upon the eve of great development. A 
supply of timber at reasonable cost is essential for economical coal mining and this 
timber should be procurable from the territory in the neighbourhood of the location 
of the mines. If such a timber supply cannot be procured it will add most materially 
to the cost of mining and therefore to the cost of fuel. It is safe to say that unless 
very decisive measures are taken the supply of timber for mining purposes will very 
soon disappear. 

In view of these facts therefore your Committee begs to recommend that im- 
mediate action be taken to enlarge the boundaries of the National Parks or Forest 
reserves and that a single continuous forest reserve be created from the international 
boundary line to the northern watershed of the Peace River, embracing so far as 
possible the land upon the east slope of the mountains as shown in the accompanying 
tracing which has been prepared by the Forestry Branch of the Department of the 
Interior. 

It is recommended that a competent warden, with an efficient staff be placed in 
charge of the reserve, above indicated, and that stringent regulations be provided for 
the purpose of so far as possible absolutely preventing the destruction of timber by 
fire, and for the further purpose of carrying on a system of reforestration wherever 
possible. 

It is further recommended that an accurate forest survey of the territory in- 
cluded in the reserve, commencing at the southern and more immediately important 
portion, be carried on with all convenient speed, and that it be a portion of the 
allotted work of such survey to locate and determine upon possible reservoirs for the 
storage of water within limits of the reserve. 

If it be regarded as too late in the session to introduce legislation for the pur- 
pose of giving effect to the recommendations above set forth, your Committee would 
suggest that by executive action the reserve should, so far as possible, be constituted, 
defined and put into effect looking to the introduction of the necessary legislation at 
the next session of Parliament.

“The Commons of Canada have voted the Supplies required to enable the Gov- 
ernment to defray the expenses of the Public Service. 

“In the name of the Commons, I present to Your Excellency a Bill, intituled: 
“An Act for granting to His Majesty certain sums of money for the Public Service, 
“for the financial years ending, respectively, the 31st March, 1909, and the 31st March, 
“1910,” to which I humbly request Your Excellency’s Assent.” 

To this Bill the Royal Assent was signified in the following words :— 

“In His Majesty’s name, His Excellency the Governor General thanks His Loyal 
Subjects, accepts their benevolence, and assents to this Bill.” 

After which His Excellency was pleased to deliver the following Speech to both 
Houses :— 


Honourable Gentlemen of the Senate: 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 


In relieving you from further attendance on the session, I thank you for the 
assiduity and diligence which you have given to the discharge of the duties entrusted 
to your care, and it must be a source of satisfaction to yourselves that you have been 
able to perform your labours in a comparatively brief space of time. 

I am pleased to notice that your attention has been engaged in some measures of 
great importance. 

In the first rank of such measures is to be noted the amendment to the Railway 
Act, under which, by the joint action of the national government, provincial and 
municipal authorities, together with the railway companies, level railway crossings 
are to be gradually removed, and a constant menace to life and property thereby 
effectually done away with. 

The loan of Ten million dollars to the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway Company, 
will no doubt ensure the completion, during the coming season, of the prairie section 
of the National Transcontinental Railway, and will secure to the fast developing 
western provinces for this year’s crop, a new and competitive outlet towards the sea. 

The Act to place the Department of Labour, which has been in existence for 
some years, under the direct responsibility of a Minister of the Crown, exclusively

entrusted with its management, is in accordance with the oft-expressed wishes of 
labour organizations, and is a further step in a field of legislation wherein Canada has 
already taken a not unimportant place. 

The Act charging the Secretary of State with special responsibility, in regard to 
the External Affairs of Canada, will facilitate the transaction of business in con- 
nection with that most important branch of the public service. 

The Resolution adopted by the House of Commons, for the organization of a Cana- 
dian Naval service, in co-operation with, and in close relation to, the Imperial Navy, 
is a proper acknowledgment of the duties now appertaining to Canada as a nation, 
and as a member of the British Empire. 

The financial conditions throughout the world seem to be more hopeful than they 
were four months ago when I opened this session, and whilst in Canada we have 
undoubtedly suffered less than other countries, during this period of universal depres- 
sion, it will still be the part of prudence to exercise care and economy in all branches 
of the Service.
